An Ordinance Providing 'or the 
combating ot venereal diseases and 
declaring- an emergency. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY' THE COUN- 
CIL OF THE CITY OF DECATUR, 
ILLINOIS: 
SECTION 1. VENEREAL DISEASES 


DANGEROUS TO PUBLIC HEALTH. 
SyphlllB, gonorrhea, and chancroid, 
hereinafter designated venereal dis- 
eases, are hereby recognized and de- 
clared to be contagious, Infectious, 
communicable, and dangerous to the 
n.ubllc health. 
SECTION 2. VENEREAL DISEASES 
TO BE REPORTED. It shall be the 
duty of every licensed .physician, of 
every superintendent or manager of 
i hospital or dispensary, and of every 
person who gives treatment for a 
venereal disease, or Is consulted by 
a person having venereal disease, or 
makes a diagnosis of a case of vener- 
eal disease, to mall to the Superin- 
tendent of Health of the city of De- 
catur, a card supplied by said health 
officer, stating the age, sex, color, 
marital condition, and occupation of 
such diseased person, the nature and 
previous duration of such disease, 
and its probable origin or source of 
infection,. such card to be mailed 
within three days after the first ex- 
amination of sued diseased person: 
PROVIDED. That, except as herein- 
after required, the name and address 
of such diseased person shall not be 
reported to the Superintendent of 
Health.

Some Farmers AdOsed Not to Sell Grata 


and Stock. 


A warning to farmers not to Mil their 


grain and stock at tho prices which h»v» 
been prc\ ailing during the last ten dayi 
has bean sent out by some of tbe coun- 
ty farm advisers in Illinois. 
'This is In response to a telegram which 
was sent out hy H. J. Sconce, president. 
and D. O. Thompson, secretary, of ths 
Illinois Agriculture association, who claim
